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MiUionBoAes of Oranges 
for CoVina. Why Not? 


BY HENRY L. MARSHALL. 


Gentlemen, I believe that a case can often be argued to an advantage 


by an outside attorney. 
I would not call myself exactly that, either, but I 


am not an orange grower, and when a man is in the midst of things and yet 
apart from them, he can often get a different perspective. 
Observation that 


is too intimate is liable to bring on near-sightedness.. 


If you who raise oranges could devise a method by which you could 


ship out of Covina a million boxes of oranges in one year, instead of 640,000 
boxes, as you did last year, an agitation to place that method on a working 
basi§ would seem to be in order, woulddn't it? 
We have iigures showing that 


31,800 cars of navels and Valene.ias left California for the East last year, and 
the figures sound large, and command the admiration of the prospective 
settler here. But an investigation shows that, these figures do not spell un- 
alloyed joy. They should be larger. They will be larger, and without plant- 
ing out another acre, if the ranchers will take notice of some of the most 
common laws of nature. 
Treated well, Nature smiles; treated ill, She sulks, 


becomes disdainful, and refuses...to do what She would do with proper en- 
couragement. Nature, in a sense, is in your employ. 
You must raise her 


wages now and then. It is no more than right. 


Yes, we shipped 31,800 cars of navels and Valencias; 2,000 cars of Medi-

cars of citrus fruits. 
Call this an even 40,000 carload lots. This was shipped 


off of 80,000 acres in bearing. This figures out one car to two acres or two 
boxes to the tree, taking into consideration that the old groves are set twenty 
feet apart, most of them; those set later, about 22 feet on an average, and 
some even later at 25 feet. From reliable sources we find that Covina bus 
1000 acres of trees in bearing that are not producing one box to the tree on 
an average. This is not guess work. These are facts. 
And Covina is pro- 


ducing more oranges to the acre than any other citrus district in the world. 
That is another fact, inserted here to take the sting out of other facts. 
But 


the way of farming for 40 years, I began to investigate, and found that the 
condition of the orchard was due to a lack of care and attention. In 1905 
these trees needed pruning badly. They were black from the effects of scale. 
Tho crop of fruit was only moderate in quantity and only fair in quality. 
It 


was at this time that Mr. Sparr came to my relief. I had the orchard partly 
pruned when he came to see the place, and after looking it over, he said if he 
could have my fruit right along, for me to go ahead and put the place in 
order and he would "see me through," which he did, and I sold my fruit to 
him as long as he did business in this district. 


In December, 1905, I fumigated, and again in September, 1906, with the 


result that I have not had to do it again until last month. In April, 1906, I 
applied one-half a pound of nitrate of soda to the tree. In December, 1906, I 
applied five tons of commercial fertilizer—one per cent, nitrogen, ten per 
cent, phosphoric acid and eight per cent, potash, and followed that with a 
cover crop, using vetch on one-half, and burr clover on the other half of the 
orchard. In March, 1907, I applied 4,600 pounds of moccoco fertilizer, O-12-08, 
and the same amount again in July, and in September sowed 500 pounds of 
burr clover. 


In March, 1908, I applied two pounds of sulphate of iron to each tree on 


two rows that were six rows apart, but was unable to see any benefit from it. 
In 1908 I commenced using Bradley's complete fertilizer, 5-9-one and one-half, 
as follows: 


March 9, 6000 pounds; April 20, 12,000 pounds; September 29, 10,400 


pounds; April 20, 1909, 7000 pounds; September, 10,500 pounds; May, 1910, 
5500 pounds; September, 16,650 pounds. 


On July 28, 1910, I applied 1300 pounds of nitrate of soda. I have sown 


no cover crops except the two years referred to, and have used no stable 
manure except that which, has been made on the place. Neither have I done 
any plowing in" four years. Now for the results I sedured from this ptoce.-- 
dure: 


1907, 
83,592 pounds of lemons. 


1908, 216,070 pounds of lemons. 
1909, 
218,785 pounds of lemons. 


I am unable to give the figures for 1910 as the year is not complete, but

of argument being followed, and it comes from a grower of lemons in Covina, 
who has built his grove up by «.are and good and generous fertilization.

Horticultural Commissioner J. W. Jeffrey of Sacramento, commending the 
Argus in its campaign for investigation.

ANNUAL REPORTS. 


President and Secretary of Chambe 


of Commerce Review Work of 


the Past Year. 


The following reports were read a 


the annual meeting 
of the Covinr 


Chamber of Commerce, held Mondaj 
evening, October 3. 


Gentlemen: I believe that the ten 


commandments are epitomized in "th 
good citizen." The command, "Be a 
good citizen," condenses ttie deca- 
logue. The man who is a good citizen 
keeps the ten commandments whether 
he has ever heard of them or not. He 
will not lie, he will not steal, he does 
not bear false witness. If he works 
for the welfare and advancement of 
his own town, he builds up his own 
welfare, both temporal and spiritual, 
though he never enters the dor of a 
church. For he is one of the best 
supporters of that church if he is a 
good citizen. If he is not a good citi- 
zen he breaks the commandments, 
though lie never enters the door of a 
days of his life. 


The work of this big body of men 


which we call the Covina Chamber 
of Comi; erce is "good'citizenship." If 
we aim at anything else we are di- 
gressing. That a man shall make 
money for himself and his family; 
shall protect them from want by his 


, industry and business ability is one 


of the fundamentals of good citizen- 
ship. That he shall be shrewd and 
painstaking and filled with a know- 
ledge that he must husband his re- 
sources is right and fitting, and makes 
for citizenship as surely as the profli- 
gate and the spendthrift 
does not 


make for citizenship. But if he be- 
comes selfish to the extent that he 
excludes his fellowman from the plan 
of his life, he dies defeated; dies "un- 
wept, unhonored and unsung," and 
rightly so. We fight together, fall to- 
gether, win together, 
or we fight 


alone, fall alone, fall alone. 


I am not here to deliver a preach- 


ment, nor to criticize, but to bring 
praise and commendation. I am well 
satisfied with the beginning the Co- 
vina Chamber of Commerce has made 
—would that the beginning had been 
made years ago. The end of this ini- 
tial year shows us the imuiengo pos- 
sibilities that lie in such an organiza- 
tion. 
It has broueht us already a 


splendid financial advancement, as the 
secretary's report shows. The mater- 
ial benefits appeal to us; we want to 
succeed from the material standpoint; 


we want to make a prosperous com 
munity beyond any prosperity we hav 
experienced before; we want to grow 
and widen and expand and take ou 
place with the other splendid com 
munities of this Southland 'that ar 
growing and expanding and widening 
like semi-tropic flowers under the "go 
ahead-together" spirit that permeates 
the civilization of California. 


But, gentlemen, if the Covina Cham 


her of Commerce had not, and could 
not advance your financial interests; 
if it could not widen your business 
chances; if it could not make you one 
penny more prosperous, its purposes 
would not be defeated if we could get 
you together for community interests, 
widen the vision cf the individual, and 
break 
up 
.his" stunted 
"go-as-you- 


please" race, where every man wants 
:o be for himself, and all things fail 
for that reason. I can state a truth 
which you will readily recognize as a 
ruth, that the people of Covina are 
cautious; they have to be shown, and 
I beg your leniency when I say that 
his caution has been carried to a 
point where it has been a community 
fault in the past. Caution when car- 
ried to excess becomes suspicion, and 
community interests fall because of 
t. Further than this, on this subject, 


will not go at present. 
There are, in Southern California, 


:ities and towns which had the same 
tart, or not so good a start as Co- 
ina, which have prospered to a more 
oniplete degree than this city. We 
are here among ourselves tonight, 
and we can look at this matter square 
ly. The Covina valley, which we call 
Covina, has been steadily advancing 
in importance in Southern California 
history. The city itself has grown 
slowly along with the general pros- 
perity of the citrus 
industry. 
Its 


growth, and the growth of the Covina 
valley, might have been urged on to 
a higher and more successful stage, 
with the assistance of a more com- 
plete community spirit. This is said 
for our own good, and I hope it will 
be taken in that spirit. 


You will notice that I speak of this 


lack of community spirit as in the 
past. I believe that to be a fact. As 
I stand here tonight, I stand in front, 


a body of citizens who have "been 


shown;" all of them, I believe, warm 
supporters of the Covina Chamber of 
Commerce and its work for the future; 
all of them, I hope, absolutely con- 
vinced that we must keep banded to- 
gether for our own Interests, which

are the interests of "good citizenship." 
You have a right to question on the 
material side; you have a right to 
ask for a showing of benefits received 
and an outline c^f benefits to be main- 
tained, 
financial 
benefits, 
material 


things, and I think we have shown 
you, 
but the Chamber of Commerce, 


gentlemen, whether it lives or wheth- 
er it dies, must stand on a policy of 
doing things together, not individual- 
ly, for the motto on our silver dollars. 
"E Pluribus Unum," is just as true as 
it ever was, and means "good citizen- 
ship," and the other side of the dollar 
reads, "In God We Trust," and not 
"In Gold We Trust," and if the time 
ever comes when we insert the letter 
"1" in this second word, then there 
will be no mission for the Covina 
Chamber of Commerce, arid we will 
go out of business to stay for all en- 
during time. 


We have some great problems to 


face immediately. They are just such 
problems as should be handled and 
promoted by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 
Just as this chamber was 


found to be useful in the formation of 
our school districts, and in the matter 
of good roads, so it should be found 
eading in this greater question of 
vater conservation that is facing us, 
and in no organization can we get to- 
;ether in unbiased, equal company as 
n this organization if we will do it 
Ve are confronted by a new dea 
which seems imminent in county gov 
eminent. 
This 
question 
seems 
to 


hinge on the water question. 
What 


question does not revolve around this 
all-important matter of water, gentle 
men? We have held two meetings re 
cently under our Chamber of Com- 
merce auspices, two big, enthusiastic 
meetings. The community spirit was 
alive and palpitating in these meet- 
ings, gentlemen. It spoke well for the 
future of the Chamber of Commerce. 
It means that the members feel that 
great things can be done under such 
organization. Water must be conserv- 
ed in our mountains. It is a big pro- 
ject. No one city, or one community, 
or one private company, must take 
this mutter up. The Covina Chamber 
of Commerce can do it; the chamber 
will do it, if you who 
m;ik<> up the 


chamber arc willing to stand by to 
lioiHt all the Kail we've got on board. 
The two questions of water conserva- 
ion and the possible change in the 
•ounly boundary lines are interlocked. 
Los Angeles cannot supply us with 
Owens river water. We have already 


gone on record as needing more wa- 
ter. These questions can successfully 
be fought out and carried through if 
everyone will get in with us and boost 
with every ounce of strength. 


I have said that the first year of 


this chamber has been a successful 
one. 
For a small expenditure you 


have received big returns, and the re- 
turns are not by any means all re- 
ceived yet from this first year's work. 
Undoubtedly you will agree with me 
that the lion's share of thanks, of ap- 
probation, should go to the young 
man who worked so hard and intelli- 
gently to get this organization start- 
ed. I refer to Mr. Wells, our secre- 
tary. Some of you know something 
of the struggles he has had to con- 
vince the people that these ideas pro- 
mulgated were not wild dreams. Nine-1 
tenths of the work of general exploita 
tion of a community by a chamber of 
commerce or board of trade is non 
existent in visible quantity; in other 
words, you can't actually place your 
finger on the results. But the surprise 
is, gentlemen, that the work has al- 
ready paid for itself; and it has been 
more than self-supporting in results 
obtained, and you have all the re 
mainder to accumulate as it comes in 
through the years to come. For it will 
surely come. I want to express my 
hearty thanks to Mr. Wells for his co- 
operation 
with me. 
The 
president 


should expect cooperation from his 
secretary, but Mr. Wells's work has 
been of the higher order of coopera- 
tion; he has been a splendid work- 
man, 
a man of ideas. He has not be- 


come weary in the face of difficulties. 
Nothing could have been more for- 
tunate than the securing of Mr. Wells 
for this position, and 1 take this oc- 
casion to thank him, in the name of 
the Chamber of Commerce, for his 
fidelity and boundless enthusiasm. 


While the bouquets are being dis- 


tributed, I want to cast a fragrant 
bunch of flowers to each of the mem- 
bers of the directorate. It has been an 
harmonious year. The president has 
found the men congenial and willing 
to work together for the general wel- 
fare of the organization. Differences

SECRETARY'S ANNUAL REPORT. 


The qiiamber of Comerce was or- 


ganized one year ago tonight in this 
high school auditorium, and the con- 
stitution and by-laws were adopted in 
this same place on October 8th, the 
Friday following. 


The following board of directors was 


elected at the first meeting: 
R. A. 


Welch, J. D. Reed, Geo. W. Griffiths, 
W. W. Nash, J. J. Morgan, B. L. Rey- 
nolds, B. F. Thorpe, J. R. Elliott, H. N. 
Wells. The constitution and by-laws 
provided two extra directors, and as 
the board elected Dr. Reed, J. j. Mor- 
gan, J. R. Elliott and H. N. Wells to 
official 
positions, 
holding 
ex-officio 


memberships on the board with vot- 
ing privileges. These gentlemen re- 
signing from the board left six va- 
cancies, which were filled as follows: 
I. O. Houser, J. H. Coolman, A. R. 
Evans, W. M. Griswold, Geo. Ander- 
son and B. Miller. 


J. L. Matthews was selected by 


these gentlemen to act as president 
'or the year 1909-10, and gentlemen, 


wish to say that, though this board 


•epresents as able a body of men as 
t has ever been my pleasure to work 
with, they at no time have shown so 
much wisdom, and at no time has 
their decision worked so thoroughly 
for the welfare of the community as 
this choice of the man to preside over 
the chamber this year. I have kept in 
close touch with our president in all 
the affairs of the organization, and of 
all the public-spirited citizens I have 
known in years of work, I wish to say 
to you, gentlemen, that I have never 
found his equal for unselfish willing- 
ness to act and give at all times for 
the public welfare. 


Dr. Reed was chosen first vice-pres- 


ident; Prof. Morgan, second vice-pres- 
ident; J. R. Elliott, treasurer; and H. 
N. Wells, secretary. 


On October 9 we started our fight 


for the enlargement of the high and 
grammar school districts, Lower Az- 
usa being annexed to the grammar 
school and, and Vineland and Irwin- 
dale to the high school district. This 
expansion has resulted this year in a 
saving of over 50 per cert on the 
school tax, the tax last year being 
$1.45 and this year 71 cents. The sav- 
ing actually 
secured 
is not 
fully 


shown by these figures, for in the na- 
ture of things the expenses of main- 
taining schools increases as the com- 
munity grows, and if the boundaries 
had remained as they were our tax 
would have been more like $1.76 this 
year, so the saving is really between 
one-half and two-thirds. The pleasing 
feature of all this is that tnis has been 
consummated without loss to the dis- 
tricts annexed, while the gain in the 
educational advantages extended to 
them would have made an increase 
acceptable if it were impossible to se- 
cure these benefits otherwise. Gen- 
tlemen, we have today the strongest, 
most complete school 
system 
that 


may be found in any rural community 
in the state. 


You have a condensed report of 


some of the year's work before you, 
and as there are matters of importance 
to come before you tonight, I shall 
pass over a good deal of this detail. 


As far as the strictly horticultural 


and agricultural development of our 
valley is concerned, the strength of 
our resources is an abundant guaran- 
tee; but if we are to maintain our in- 
dividuality as a community, we must 
take advantage of every opportunity. 


How much further we can go in 


strictly agricultural and horticultural 
developrneht, is an open question; 
but what we may become as a com- 
munity of homes, hete where the 
scenic beauty, the climatic and soil 
conditions, and every advantage of 
civilized living is unsurpassed—this I 
say, is the proper avenue for our fu- 
ture development. And let no man 
say that I yield to him in my enthus- 
iasm for the fullest development of 
our soil industry; rather is all this 
embraced to the fullest in my thought 
of the future of this valley. We shall 
see, and very soon,, these ranches 
sub-divided into smaller pieces, with 
beautiful homes thereon, and an in- 
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tense cultivation practiced that will 
! 


surpass o\ir wildest dreams of the ' 
possibilities of 
our 
.soil. 
This will ' 


come because these lands are to be in 
i 


demand for rural homes, with prices i 
nir.g• r.ir bctv.'f'cr. $4000 a.;U' *f:000 "v;; 
acre. These prk-es w i l l in themselves 
insure a larger yi.-id j,er nr-re. for the 
owner must £<•? to it. that the land 
pay interest, and I speak without fear 
of contradiction when 
1 say that our 


lands can do this w i t h jimpcr care. 
j 


But we must he far-sit'hted in all i 


this or we shall fail to enter into our i 
heritage, in the fullest sense. We need I 
water now; we shall need it. more • 
then; and the spirit that condemns j 
proper agitation to secure this and j 
other advantages is not far-sighted. 


At our water meeting a week ago. 


it was demonstrated that there is a 
great deal of misinformation among 
the ranchers of the valley in regard 
to our \vater supply. How are we to 
inform them of the true condition of 
affairs 
without publicity; yes, and 


publicity of the 
widest 
character? 


How can we secure the necessary co- 
operation of all interested unless they 
understand the need, and how can this 
understanding 
be 
secured 
without 


publicity? I am reminded of the In- 
junction of the over-careful mother 
who told her daughter to "hang her 
clothes on a hickory limb, but don't 
go near the water." 


Which is better—to let the present 


situation continue, or through a few 
days of unpleasant publicity to awak 
en our people? Not many of us are 
intending to sell our groves, but al 
are Interested in the establishment 
of the Industry on a firm foundation. 
We can do this. .And do not be alarm- 
ed; publicity is soon forgotten. It is 
true that we are In a better condition 
In this respect than perhaps any other 
citrus district in Southern California, 
but it is also true that no citrus dis 
trlct in the state has all the water 
that It shold have. 
None have ade- 


quate protection against such years as 
we have seen. Is it any consolation 
that we shall barn slower than others, 
if we burn? Other districts do not 
anticipate the growth in population 
which is our natural heritage if we 
will seize it, and for that reason we 
shall need more water than they. 


Pomona Is to have an electric line 


in n few short months. It behooves us, 
srtio desire the fullest development of 
our own resources, that we retain 
every Interest of our people In our 
, own community. 
This can only be 


done by holding their attention to the 
social, cnurch and industrial life of 
our civic centers. The man who uses 
the electric line to Pomona to attend 
lodge or church, will not only spend 
his money there, but he will in the 
nature of things lose interest in local 
development; 
It is, of course, pri- 


marily the interest of the merchant 
to hold such a man in Covina, but 
Indirectly it Is the interest of every 
one of us. Be not deceived, it will re- 
quire a wide-awake community to off- 
set this tendency, and this is, there- 
fore, but one more strong reason for 
the maintenance of a live organiza- 
tion like this. 


I wish to thank every member for 


his interest and his co-operation this 
year past. The work of an organiza- 
tion like this can not be corded up 
like so much wood sawed, and pointed 
to with pride. It consists of innumer- 
able little services, too insignificant 
in themselves to be noted in any re- 
port, but which, in the aggregate, 
make for the building of a strong 
community. I wish now to acknow- 
ledge the general appreciation of this 
work, for I have been most pleasantly 
surprised at the fact that you have 
not been unmindful of it, and the keen 
appreciation of insignificant services 
on the part of our people displays a 
decree of intelligence here which 
augurs well for our future. 


I wish to ask one thing for your 


new board and officers. Do not be too 
quick to condemn. They are trying to 
serve you.and are not above the mak- 
ing of mistakes. The value of the or- 
ganization should be kept uppermost 
in your minds, and a Chamber of Com- 
merce, even in the hands of incom- 
petent officials, is still a power for 
good in the community. The very fact 
of its existence shields us from many 
dangers, and a community without 
such an organization is not only the 
fair prey of outsiders, but the laugh- 
ing stock of all progressive people. 
1 am interested in the selection of 
strong men for our leaders, but rather 
than have no Chamber of Commerce, 
I would support it if the devil were in 
the chair and a yellow pup us secre- 
tary. ThlH is a bigger tning than any 
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should 
be 
big enough and broad 


enough and far-sighted enough to sink 
personal feeling and prejudice for the 
genera! grjod. In conclusion I will .say 
that the general attitude of our mem- 
bership has been broad-minded, as no 
man can say better than I. I thank 
you for it_
